Mr  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I am  pleased  to  submit  my  Report  on  the  environmental  circumstances 
of  the  District  for  incorporation  with  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of 
the  District  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 

Although  there  was  no  new  legislation  introduced  during  1970  which 
materially  affected  the  Public  Health  Department,  the  provisions  of  the 
Housing  Act  1969  relating  to  Qualification  Certificates  and  Improvement 
Grants  began  to  take  effect  resulting  in  a further  but  gradual  increase 
of  work  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  in  the  field  of  housing. 

Having  embarked  on  a planned  programme  under  the  Clean  Air  Act  for 
the  gradual  expansion  of  Smoke  Control  Areas  in  the  District,  in  spite  of 
apparent  difficulties  over  the  possible  shortage  of  solid  smokeless  fuels 
in  1970  the  Council  had  the  foresight  to  continue  with  the  programme 
which  will  result  in  another  area  of  Braunstone  becoming  smoke  controlled 
next  year. 

Routine  work  of  the  Department  has  been  maintained  at  a consistently 
high  level  as  evidenced  by  the  statistics  given  in  the  report,  and  this 
was  only  possible  by  the  pupil  Public  Health  Inspector  finishing  his 
training  course  and  passing  the  qualifying  examination,  thus  enabling  him 
to  undertake  full  duties  on  the  staff. 

As  usual  the  inspectorate  and  staff  of  the  Department  have  carried 
out  their  duties  with  enthusiasm  and  efficiency,  and  I wish  to  thank  them 
all  for  their  loyalty  and  assistance. 

The  co-operation  of  other  members  of  staff  and  Chief  Officers  has 
been  most  helpful  and  greatly  appreciated,  and  I would  also  thank  members 
of  the  Council  for  their  support,  confidence  and  interest.

Mains  Water  Supplies 


Mains  water  is  supplied  to  every  parish  in  the  District  by  the 
statutory  water  authority  - the  Leicester  Water  Department. 

Regular  routine  samples  are  taken  from  the  supply  in  the  various 
parishes  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological 
examination;  all  samples  taken  during  the  year  were  reported  to  be 
bacteriologically  satisfactory  for  drinking  and  dietetic  purposes. 

The  water  is  of  medium  hardness  (150  - 170  parts  per  million),  and 
accordingly,  there  is  no  plumbo-solvency . 

On  occasions  complaints  are  made  by  residents  of  discoloured  water 
due  to  suspended  iron  matter  from  the  water  mains,  and  upon  such  being 
received,  the  Water  Department  is  immediately  notified  by  telephone, 
resulting  in  immediate  steps  being  taken  to  improve  the  supply  by  flushing 
out  the  mains  and  service  pipes,. 

There  is  a private  piped  water  supply  from  a quarry  source  to  a 
factory  in  the  District,  and  regular  samples  are  taken  from  such  supply. 

On  one  occasion  during  the  year  the  treated  water  was  found  to  be  unsatis- 
factory, but  an  immediate  overhaul  of  the  small  treatment  plant  was  made 
and  subsequent  samples  were  reported  satisfactory.

Well  Water  Supply 

The  only  houses  still  relying  on  well  water  supply  are  mostly  farm 
houses  and  a few  isolated  houses  in  the  remoter  parts  of  the  district 
where  no  mains  are  available. 
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Samples  of  water  were  taken  from  three  wells  during  the  year,  two 
were  reported  satisfactory  and  one  unsatisfactory.  Advice  was  given  that 
the  water  should  not  be  used  for  drinking  or  dietetic  purposes  unless 
treated  or  boiled 

3.  SEVVER\GE  AND  DRAINAGE 


With  the  exception  of  the  small  village  of  Aston  Flamville,  which  is 
only  partly  sewered,  all  the  villages  in  the  district  are  provided  with 
main  drainage 

The  Engineer  and  Surveyor  has  prepared  an  outline  scheme  for  main 
drainage  in  Aston  Flamville  which  has  been  approved  by  the  Council,  but 
owing  to  the  restrictions  of  the  Capital  Works  programme,  such  scheme  has 
had  to  be  deferred  until  after  1972, 

Under  the  Capital  Works  programme  priority  has  had  to  be  given  to 
those  schemes  of  improvement  to  existing  sewerage  systems  and  sewage 
disposal  works  which  are  considered  to  be  most  urgent  and  essential,  and 
as  a result  consideration  of  desirable  schemes  for  the  provision  of  main 
drainage  to  several  sizeable  groups  of  houses  in  the  district  such  as 

Sapcote  - Leicester  Road  area 

Whetstone  - Cambridge  Road  area  (near  Cosby  parish) 

Countesthorpe  - Leicester  Road  area  (near  Hospital  Lane) 

has  had  to  be  deferred. 

Work,  however,  was  commenced  on  the  new  sewerage  scheme  for  the 
parish  of  Leicester  Forest  West,  and  such  is  to  be  completed  in  1971. 


At  present,  sewage  from  the  various  parishes  is  treated  at  eleven 
sewage  disposal  works  in  the  district,  the  treated  effluents  discharging 
into  watercourses  and  eventually  into  the  River  Soar,  which  is  a tributary 
of  the  River  Trent 

To  deal  with  the  constantly  increasing  flow  due  to  the  increasing 
use  of  water  and  new  development  the  sewage  disposal  works  are  being 
progressively  enlarged  and  improved  to  ensure  that  the  effluents  conform 
to  the  standards  laid  down  by  the  Ministry  and  required  by  the  Trent 
River  Board.  With  the  enlargement  of  the  sewage  disposal  works  at 
Whetstone  and  Stoney  Stanton,  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  has  prepared 
schemes  which  will  eventually  enable  the  present  works  at  Glen  Parva  and 
Croft  to  be  discontinued. 

The  increasing  flow  of  sewage  to  be  treated  has  presented  problems 
in  the  satisfactory  disposal  of  the  sewage  sludge  which  at  present  is 
distributed  over  land  owned  by  the  Council  near  the  works,  and  elsewhere 
over  farm  land  In  spite  of  the  use  of  chemical  deodorizers  the  smell 
from  such  spraying  process  has  given  rise  to  many  complaints  from 
residents  in  the  vicinity  of  such  lands. 
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To  deal  with  such  sludge,  a scheme  for  the  provision  of  a Central 
Sludge  Treatment  Plant  in  Whetstone  has  been  approved  and  preparatory 
works  have  already  been  commenced. 

Over  the  recent  years,  nev/  building,  highway  improvements,  including 
the  M,1  motorway  in  the  district,  have  caused  a much  quicker  run-off  of 
surface  water,  causing  increased  flow  in  the  water-courses,  sewers  and 
surface  water  drainage  systems  in  some  cases  resulting  in  surcharging  of 
drains  and  sewers  together  with  flooding.  In  an  endeavour  to  overcome 
this  problem,  brook  improvement  and  drainage  schemes  have  been  prepared  and 
some  already  carried  out. 

The  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  Mr.  A.M.  Wellington,  has  kindly  submitted 
the  following  information  on  works  relating  to  sewerage  and  drainage 
carried  out  and  in  progress  during  the  year.

During  the  year  575  obstructed  drains  were  cleared,  154  drainage 
systems  examined,  96  systems  colour  tested,  5 smoke  tested,  and  3 subjected 
to  hydraulic  water  test. 


Pail  Closets 


One  pail  closet  was  replaced,  by  a water  closet  during  the  year,  the 
Council  making  a grant  of  half  the  cost  under  the  provisions  of  Section  47 
Public  Health  Act  1936. 

With  the  exception  of  three  houses  in  Thurlaston  which  are  already 
subject  to  action  by  the  Council  under  the  Housing  Act  there  now  only 
remain  86  houses  in  the  district  still  provided  with  pail  closet 
accommodation.  These  are  isolated  premises  and  in  parts  of  the  district 
where  no  public  sewer  is  available. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  WASTE  DISPOSAL

The  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  and  trade  waste,  emptying  of 
cesspools  and  pail  closets,  emptying  of  litter  bins  and  street  cleaning 
is  dealt  with  by  the  Cleansing  Department  which  is  supervised  by  the 
Works  Manager,  the  section  being  under  the  control  of  the  Engineer  and 
Surveyor . 

A weekly  service  is  given  for  the  emptying  of  27  pail  closets, 
and  a three  monthly  service  for  the  emptying  of  303  cesspools  and  septic 
tanks  in  the  District.  When  required,  on  request  cesspools  are  emptied 
more  frequently,  as  well  as  small  private  sewage  disposal  plants,  a 
charge  being  made  for  such  additional  service. 

Domestic  refuse  is  collected  weekly  from  every  parish  and  trade 
refuse  by  arrangement. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Riblic  Health  Act,  the  Council  has  now 
undertaken  to  provide  regulation  pattern  plastic  moulded  dustbins  for 
all  houses  in  the  District,  by  replacing  all  older  type  dustbins  when 
they  become  unusable. 

Litter  bins  are  provided  by  the  Council  in  the  various  villages 
throughout  the  District  and  are  emptied  regularly. 

The  main  roads  are  regularly  mechanically  swept  by  the  County 
Highway  Authority.  In  certain  villages  Street  Orderlies  are  employed 
by  the  Council  to  keep  footpaths  and  verges  clear  of  litter. 

As  a result  of  the  reorganisation  of  the  Refuse  Collection  Service, 
following  recommendations  made  by  the  Management  Services  Section,  the 
efficiency  of  the  service  has  been  improved  and  productivity  increased 
with  bonus  payments  to  those  engaged  in  the  service,  whilst  regular 
weekly  collection  of  domestic  refuse  has  been  maintained  throughout  the 
year , 


Refuse  and  Waste  Disposal 

Refuse  collected  in  the  District  is  disposed  of  by  controlled 
tipping  at  the  central  tip,  a disused  sandpit  at  Huncote, 

It  is  anticipated  that  this  tip  will  be  filled  in  within  the  next 
three  years  and  the  Council  has  negotiated  for  the  acquisition  of  other 
suitable  sites  for  such  purpose  in  the  district. 

In  view,  however,  of  the  possible  future  shortage  of  available 
suitable  tipping  sites  and  the  problems  associated  with  the  tipping  of 
untreated  refuse,  the  Council  proposes,  in  conjunction  with  the  neighbour- 
ing local  authorities,  the  Leicester  Corporation  and  the  Urban  District 
Council  of  Wigston,  to  establish  an  Incinerating  Plant  at  Whetstone. 

Subject  to  agreement  being  reached  by  the  three  authorities 
concerned,  and  approval  given,  there  is  the  possibility  that  the 
installation  of  such  plant  could  proceed  and  come  into  operation  before 
the  end  of  1973. 
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Where  suitable  sites  are  available,  such  as  disused  quarry  holes  and 
low-lying  land,  far  enough  distant  from  residential  properties  and  where 
there  is  no  risk  of  polluting  underground  water  or  streams,  then  controlled 
tipping  may  be  considered  to  be  the  most  economical  method  of  disposing  of 
refuse,  and  serves  the  useful  purpose  of  making  up  and  reclaiming  land  for 
better  use. 

It  is,  however,  essential  that  the  tipping  be  properly  controlled 
with  adequate  suitable  covering  materials  and  due  precautions  taken  against 
fires,  wind-blown  debris,  vermin,  and  fly  infestation 

Concern  is  expressed  of  the  use  of  such  sites  for  the  disposal  of 
industrial  and  trade  waste.  In  spite  of  the  conditions  laid  down  under 
Planning  Control  it  is  frequently  found  that  such  private  industrial  tipping 
sites  are  not  kept  under  proper  control  or  supervision,  with  the  result  that 
the  waste  materials  are  often  tipped  indiscriminately,  are  not  properly 
consolidated  and  covered  down,  and  quite  frequently  tip  fires  occur  causing 
considerable  nuisance  from  smoke  and  fumes. 

5 , INSPECTION  OF  PREMISES 

The  total  number  of  complaints  received  and  recorded  in  the  Register 
during  the  year  was  1,664,  these  included  561  relating  to  infestations  by 
rats  and  mice  and  157  of  other  insect  pests.  Defects  or  nuisances  were 
dealt  with  at  1,933  premises  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,

DISINFESTATION  AND  DISINFECTION 


Unclean  or  Verminous  Premises 


Appropriate  action  was  taken  and  disinfesting  treatment  carried  out 
for  bug  infestation  in  three  houses,  and  flea  infestation  in  five  houses. 

Pest  Infestation 


Advice  and  assistance  was  given  in  66  cases  following  complaints  of 
infestation  by  flies,  ants  and  other  insect  pests. 

Disinfestation  treatment  was  carried  out  at  98  premises  for  the 
destruction  of  wasps'  nests.

Disinfection  was  carried  out  after  six  cases  of  infectious  disease. 
River  Water  Samples 


During  the  Summer  months  people  frequent  the  banks  and  children  in 
particular  play  in  the  shallow  rivers  and  streams  in  the  District,  and  in 
order  to  minimise  any  danger  of  infectious  disease  being  contracted,  swabs 
are  placed  in  such  water-courses  and  samples  taken  and  submitted  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination.  No  organisms 
of  the  typhoid  group  or  other  likely  to  convey  disease  were  isolated  from 
any  of  the  swabs  or  samples  taken. 

Faeces  Samples 


In  connection  with  enquiries  into  certain  notified  Infectious  Diseases 
and  suspected  Food  Poisoning,  203  visits  were  made  and  59  samples  collected 
and  delivered  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination, 

7 RODENT  CONTROL 


For  the  administration  of  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  the 
Council  maintains  a Rodent  Destruction  Service,  employing  a Rodent  Operator 
provided  with  a fully  equipped  light  van. 

Treatment  for  the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  at  private  dwellings 
is  carried  out  free  of  charge  as  a public  service,  but  full  charges  are 
made  for  work  on  all  other  types  of  premises. 

All  premises  and  lands  owned  by  the  Council  are  regularly  inspected 
and  treated  against  rodent  infestation.

Sewer  Treatments 


The  foul  sewers  in  the  various  parishes  in  the  district  are  regularly 
test-baited,  and  treated  where  necessary  for  rodent  destruction  by  baiting 
in  the  manholes.

Smoke  Control  Areas 


In  1961  the  Council  declared  its  first  Smoke  Control  Area  under 
Section  11,  Clean  Air  Act  1956,  covering  the  Eyres  Monsell  housing  estate  in 
Glen  Parva  parish,  since  transferred  to  the  City  of  Leicester  under  the  Local 
Government  Boundary  Review  in  1966. 

The  following  year,  the  Council  adopted  in  principle  a policy  to 
proceed  gradually  with  the  making  of  Smoke  Control  Orders  throughout  the 
urbanised  parts  of  the  District,  commencing  with  those  parishes  bordering 
the  City  of  Leicester,  where  Smoke  Control  Orders  were  coming  into  operation. 

In  March  1969,  the  Public  Health  Committee  gave  consideration  to  a 
report  on  a suggested  programme  to  bring  the  greater  part  of  Braunstone 
parish  under  smoke  control,  when  it  was  recommended  that  such  be  phased 
over  the  next  three  years  by  three  separate  Orders  dealing  with  838,  1,022 
and  1,057  domestic  premises  respectively. 

The  BLABY  RURAL  DISTRICT  (BRAUNSTONE)  SMOKE  CONTROL  ORDER  (No.  6) 
was  made  by  the  Council  on  10th  February,  1970  to  come  into  operation  on 
1st  October  1970, 

There  was  an  objection  lodged  by  one  resident  to  the  Order  which  was 
subsequently  withdrawn  at  the  Hearing  held  by  the  Minister  on  30th  June  1970. 

Although  it  was  stated  that  there  was  a temporary  shortage  of  solid 
smokeless  fuels  in  some  parts  of  the  Country,  assurances  were  given  that 
there  were  adequate  supplies  to  meet  the  demand  in  the  Leicester  Area. 

In  view,  however,  of  the  overall  situation  the  Minister  confirmed  the 
Order  with  modification  on  9th  September  1970,  to  come  into  operation  on 
1st  October  1971,

MExcluding  136  temporary  bungalows  exempted  from  the  Order  by  reason  of  limited 
life  under  Planning  and  also  26  houses  transferred  to  City  on  1st  April,  1966. 
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In  a Smoke  Control  Area,  all  industrial  furnaces  must  be  so  designed 
to  burn  smokeless  fuels,  or  so  effectively  mechanically  fired  or  designed 
to  be  as  far  as  practicable  smokeless,  and  only  the  approved  smokeless 
fuels  may  be  burnt  in  domestic  fireplaces.  To  assist  householders  to 
adapt  their  fireplaces  to  burn  such  approved  smokeless  fuels  the  Council  is 
empowered  to  make  a grant  of  70%  of  the  cost  of  the  approved  necessary 
adaptations.  The  Council  is  reimbursed  of  40%  of  the  cost  from  the  National 
Exchequer,  thus  both  the  Council  and  the  householder  each  pay  30%  of  the 
cost  of  the  approved  necessary  adaptation  of  a fireplace.  Where  financial 
circumstances  are  such  that  the  cost  of  adaptation  to  burn  smokeless  fuels 
causes  hardship  to  the  owner-occupier  of  a house,  the  Council  may  make  a 
100%  grant  towards  the  cost.  Any  application  for  such  additional  grant  is 
investigated  by  the  Treasurer  for  consideration  by  the  Committee. 

Prior  Approval 


All  plans  submitted  for  approval  under  Planning  and  Building  Regulations 
involving  the  installation  of  furnaces  and  the  erection  of  chimney  stacks 
are  referred  to  the  Public  Health  Department  for  consideration  under  the 
Clean  Air  Acts. 

During  the  year,  6 such  plans  were  perused,  and  in  one  case  alteration 
to  the  chimney  stack  height  was  required,  and  Prior  Approval  given  to  the 
proposed  installations. 


Smoke  Emission 


Smoke  observations  were  made  on  the  chimney  stacks  of  five  industrial 
and  non-domestic  premises  where  dark  smoke  was  being  emitted  in  excess  of 
that  prescribed  in  the  Dark  Smoke  (Permitted  Periods)  Regulations  1958,  and 
as  a result  of  informal  action  and  advice,  improvement  was  obtained. 

Measurement  of  Atmospheric  Pollution 

To  obtain  some  indication  of  the  amount  of  atmospheric  pollution  in 
the  District  and  the  effect  of  the  introduction  of  Smoke  Control  Orders,  a 
Standard  Deposit  Gauge  was  set  up  in  Glen  Parva  in  1966,  and  a similar 
gauge  installed  in  Braunstone  on  1st  June,  1969. 

Dependant  upon  rainfall  an  indication  of  the  amount  of  pollution  can 
be  determined  by  examining  the  amount  of  solid  matter  deposited  each  month, 
calculated  in  tons  per  square  mile. 

Both  parishes  of  Glen  Parva  and  Braunstone  are  residential  in 
character  with  a fringe  of  established  industries  on  their  Southern 
boundaries,  but  whereas  the  whole  of  that  part  of  Glen  Parva  in  which  the 
gauge  is  installed  is  a Smoke  Control  Area,  only  a comparatively  small  part 
of  the  parish  of  Braunstone  is  a Smoke  Control  Area,  and  the  deposit  gauge 
is  installed  in  that  part  of  the  parish  not  due  to  become  such  an  area 
until  October  1971.

There  are  87  dairy  farms  in  the  District,  the  milk  produced  being 
sent  outside  the  district  to  large  dairies  for  pasteurisation  Only  2 
producers  retail  their  milk  in  the  District  and  there  is  now  only  one 
registered  dairy,  most  of  the  milk  retailed  being  distributed  by  four 
large  dairy  firms.

10.  ICECREAM 

No  icecream  is  manufactured  in  the  District,  but  152  premises  are 
registered  for  the  sale  of  pre-packed  icecream. 

Samples  of  icecream  are  regularly  taken  throughout  the  year,  but 
principally  during  the  Summer  months,  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination. 

Of  the  32  samples  of  icecream  taken,  28  were  reported  to  be  satisfactory 
(26  Grade  I;  3 Grade  II)  and  4 unsatisfactory  (2  Grade  III;  2 Grade  IV). 

11.  MEAT  INSPECTION 

During  the  year  1,225  visits  were  made  to  6 private  slaughterhouses 
in  the  District,  wherein  37,342  animals  were  slaughtered.

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Slaughterhouses  and  Slaughtering 


Although  at  the  end  of  1970  there  were  eight  licensed  private 
slaughterhouses  in  the  District,  no  killing  took  place  in  two  of  them,  one 
in  Enderby  and  another  in  Stoney  Stanton,  during  the  year. 

Slaughtering,  however,  increased  in  the  other  six,  37,342  animals 
being  slaughtered,  compared  with  36,500  in  the  previous  year. 

The  bulk  of  the  slaughtering  takes  place  daily  in  the  large  private 
abattoir  at  Whetstone,  which  is  owned  by  a large  wholesale  meat  distributing 
firm,  most  of  the  meat  from  these  premises  is  exported  from  the  District. 

Meat  Inspection 


Meat  inspection  is  carried  out  in  all  the  slaughterhouses  in  the 
District  by  a senior  Public  Health  Inspector  who  specialises  in  Meat 
Inspection  and  a fully  qualified  Authorised  Meat  Inspector.  In  emergencies 
such  as  illness  and  during  holiday  periods  the  other  Public  Health 
Inspectors  assist  on  a rota  system. 

To  avoid  any  unnecessary  overtime  working  the  Council  made  an  Order 
on  9th  January,  1968,  under  the  Meat  Inspection  (Amendment)  Regulations 
1966  determining  the  times  of  slaughter  to  - 

Monday  to  Friday  - 7.0  a.m.  to  6.0  p.m. 

Saturday  - 7.0  a.m.  to  12.30  p.m. 

No  Sunday  Slaughtering 

Poultry  Inspection 

Regular  visits  are  made  by  the  Inspectors  to  the  one  poultry 
preparing  premises  in  the  District  where  an  average  of  350  fouls  are  killed 
each  week. 


Slaughter  of  Animals  Act 


Under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  23  licences  have  been  issued  to 
slaughtermen  for  the  slaughtering  of  animals.

FOOD  INSPECTION 


Food  traders  regularly  call  upon  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  to 
give  an  opinion  on  the  fitness  of  foodstuffs  for  human  consumption,  and 
when  an  article  of  food  is  found  to  be  unfit  it  is  condemned  and  voluntarily 
surrendered  for  destruction.

13.  FOOD  PREMISES 

Regular  routine  visits  are  made  to  premises  in  which  food  is  prepared, 
retailed  and  stored,  as  well  as  vans  used  for  the  sale  and  delivery  of  food 
in  the  District  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations . 

In  general  the  standards  are  well  maintained,  minor  matters  are  dealt 
with  verbally  at  the  time  of  inspection,  but  where  it  is  felt  that  a 
contravention  of  the  Regulations  merits  stronger  action,  informal  notices 
are  sent . 
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It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  formal  action  under  the 
Regulations  in  respect  of  any  premises  during  the  year.

14.  NOISE  CONTROL 

From  all  the  evidence  it  would  appear  that  the  public  in  general  are 
becoming  more  conscious  of  noise  which  is  not  under  their  control,  inasmuch 
that  the  number  of  complaints  received  show  a yearly  increase. 

Complaints  range  from  noise  from  industry  and  commerce  to  noise 
created  by  social  clubs  and  neighbours  and  the  Public  Health  Department  has 
the  difficult  task  of  trying  to  obtain  a reduction  of  such  noise  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  complainants. 

Of  the  24  complaints  received  from  residents  during  the  year,  11 
related  to  noise  from  industrial  premises,  2 from  commercial  premises,  5 
from  domestic  premises,  and  6 from  miscellaneous  sources. 

Each  complaint  was  investigated  and  where  considered  necessary  sound 
level  readings  taken  to  see  if  the  noise  was  of  such  degree  as  to  constitute 
a statutory  nuisance. 

In  many  of  the  cases  informal  action  sufficed  to  bring  about  the 
required  improvement,  and  although  in  some  cases,  the  level  of  noise  was 
not  considered  to  be  such  as  to  justify  formal  action  by  the  Council  under 
the  Noise  Abatement  Act,  nevertheless,  it  was  appreciated  that  the 
complainants  had  reasonable  grounds  for  being  annoyed  over  the  increase  in 
noise . 


The  introduction  of  night  shift  work  and  also  the  installation  of  new 
and  additional  machinery  in  established  factories  often  results  in  complaints 
from  occupiers  of  adjacent  residential  properties  of  an  increase  in  noise, 
v/hich  is  sometimes  difficult  to  deal  with. 

Although  conditions  may  be  imposed  when  Planning  Permission  is  given 
lor  the  erection  of  a factory  adjacent  to  residential  properties,  it  is 
sometimes  found  that  insufficient  attention  has  been  given  at  an  early 
stage  to  sound  insulation,  and  residents  are  aggrieved  over  the  increase 
I ri  noise  in  the  area.

HOUSING 


In  the  field  of  Environmental  Health,  the  improvement  of  conditions 
under  which  persons  live  is  one  of  the  most  important  duties  of  the  Public 
Health  Inspector,  and  I am  grateful  for  the  information  obtained  from  the 
Housing  Section  of  the  Clerk's  Department,  from  the  Council's  Architect 
for  information  relating  to  Council  houses,  and  from  the  Building  Section 
of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor's  Department  for  that  relating  to  new  houses 
in  the  District.

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IMPROVEMENT  OF  HOUSES 


The  main  purpose  of  the  Housing  Act  1969  was  to  encourage  improvement 
and  repairs  to  the  older  houses  to  bring  them  up  to  a modern  standard  and 
to  prevent  some  of  them  from  falling  into  such  state  of  disrepair  and 
unfitness  as  to  render  them  more  appropriate  for  demolition. 

With  the  emphasis  on  this  aspect  of  housing,  much  preliminary  work 
was  carried  out  during  the  year  in  contacting  owners  of  sub-standard  houses 
in  an  endeavour  to  persuade  them  to  take  advantages  of  the  higher  Improvement 
Grants  offered^

Qualification  Certificates 

One  of  the  important  measures  introduced  in  the  Housing  Act  1969  is 
that  dealing  with  the  issue  of  Qualification  Certificates. 

By  applying  to  the  Council  and  obtaining  a Qualification  Certificate, 
the  owner  of  a tenanted  house  may  have  the  tenancy  converted  from  'controlled' 
to  'regulated  and  consequently  have  a 'fair  rent'  determined  by  the  Rent 
Officer,  which  then  becomes  the  rent  which  may  be  legally  charged  for  the 
dwelling. 
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A Qualification  Certificate  may  only  be  issued  if  the  dwelling 
satisfies  the  following  conditions. 

1)  The  dwelling  must  be  provided  with  all  the  standard  amenities  - i.e. 

(i)  a fixed  bath  or  shower 

(ii)  hot  and  cold  water  supply  at  bath  or  shower 

(iii)  a wash-hand  basin  with  hot  and  cold  water  supply 

(iv)  a sink  with  hot  and  cold  water  supply 

(v)  a water  closet  inside  the  dwelling 

2)  It  must  be  in  good  repair  having  regard  to  its  age,  character  and 
locality. 

3)  It  must  be  fit  for  human  habitation. 

If  any  of  the  standard  amenities  are  lacking,  and  the  owner  makes  a 
combined  application  for  a Qualification  Certificate  and  Improvement  Grant, 
to  bring  the  dwelling  up  to  the  required  standard,  the  Council  may  issue  a 
Provisional  Certificate,  which  would  be  replaced  by  the  Qualification 
Certificate  when  all  the  works  have  been  satisfactorily  completed. 


Very  few  applications  for  Qualification  Certificates  were  received 
in  the  early  part  of  the  year  but  there  was  a gradual  increase  towards  the 
end  of  the  year  when  the  position  was  as  follows

Where  it  was  found  that  certain  dwellings  although  provided  with  the 
standard  amenities  had  items  of  disrepair  not  of  a serious  nature,  as  an 
alternative  to  refusing  the  issue  of  a Certificate,  the  matter  was  deferred 
to  allow  the  owner  to  carry  out  the  necessary  repairs.  As  a result  eleven 
Qualification  Certificates  have  been  subsequently  issued. 

IMPROVEMENT  AREAS 


Having  declared  and  dealt  with  an  Improvement  Area  of  99  houses  in 
Kirby  Muxloe  under  the  Housing  Act  1964,  consideration  was  being  given  to 
dealing  with  similar  areas  in  several  other  villages  in  the  District  in 
the  same  manner,  but  with  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  Housing  Act 
1969,  which  included  the  aspect  of  environmental  planning  in  Improvement 
Areas,  the  policy  had  to  be  reviewed. 

Two  possible  future  Improvement  Areas  in  Enderby  and  Stone}^  Stanton 
are  under  consideration,  but  in  view  of  certain  planning  difficulties 
action  has  been  deferred. 

In  the  meantime  an  endeavour  is  being  made  to  have  the  houses  in 
these  areas  brought  up  to  standard  by  informal  approaches  to  the  owners  to 
persuade  them  to  apply  for  improvement  grants.

RESIDENTIAL  CARAVANS 


Under  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  1960  there 
were  the  following  licensed  sites  in  the  District  in  1970  - 

Single  caravan  sites  - 15 

Two  caravan  site  - 1 

Twenty  caravan  site  - 1 

in  addition  to  the  Council  caravan  site  at  Countesthorpe  with  ten  caravans 
thereon . 

The  actual  number  of  caravans  stationed  on  licensed  sites  at  the 
end  of  the  year  was  forty-seven. 

Itinerant  Caravanners 

The  situation  and  problems  created  by  the  camping  of  itinerants  on 
roadside  verges  and  lay-byes  remained  unchanged  and  unsolved  during  the 
year 


With  the  co-operation  of  the  Police,  groups  of  up  to  twelve  caravans 
were  moved  on  after  stays  of  from  two  days  to  one  week,  often  to  be 
replaced  by  other  groups. 

Such  roadside  camping  was  particularly  prevalent  in  the  Cosby  and 
Countesthorpe  areas,  and  on  the  lay-byes  off  the  main  Leicester-Coventry 
Road 


On  several  occasions  it  was  necessary  for  the  Cleansing  Department  to 
clear  accumulations  of  litter  from  such  sites,  when  the  itinerants  had 
moved  off 

Although  there  is  a proposal  that  the  County  Council  establish  a 
permanent  site  for  itinerants  off  Hinckley  Road,  Sapcote  in  the  parish  of 
Aston  Flamville  in  this  District,  difficulties  have  apparently  arisen  over 
the  acquisition  of  this  site  and  it  would  seem  that  such  a site  would  not 
be  established  until  late  in  1971  at  the  earliest, 

17  THE  OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT  1963 

In  connection  with  the  administration  of  this  Act  further  inspections 
of  Offices  and  Shops  were  carried  out  during  the  year,  and  in  all  241 
visits  were  made. 

Whereas  no  serious  breach  of  the  regulations  was  found,  informal 
notices  were  issued  in  respect  of  44  contraventions.

Only  one  notification  of  accident  in  premises  covered  by  the  Act  was 
received  during  the  year. 

The  accident  which  occurred  in  a food  warehouse  was  of  a minor  nature, 
but  was  fully  investigated  and  advice  given  to  prevent  any  possible  recurrence. 

18  HAIRDRESSING  ESTABLISHMENTS 

Byelaws  are  in  operation  made  by  the  Council  under  the  Public  Health 
Act  for  securing  cleanliness  in  hairdressing  and  barbers'  premises. 

In  general  the  42  premises  in  the  District  are  maintained  in  a 
satisfactory  condition;  letters  were,  however,  sent  in  two  cases 
recommending  minor  improvements, 

19.  SWIMMING  BATHS 


Although  there  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the  District,  swimming 
pools  have  been  built  at  two  County  Schools,  Enderby  - Brockington  and 
Braunstone  - Winstanley.  The  public  do  not  have  a direct  use  of  such 
swimming  pools,  but  in  addition  to  the  school  children,  several  organisations 
connected  with  the  schools  and  Community  Colleges  have  the  use  after 
school  hours. 

Regular  checks  are  made  of  the  swimming  bath  water  to  ensure  the 
correct  degree  of  chlorination. 
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20.  PET  SHOPS  AND  ANIMAL  BOARDING 


Two  shops  where  pet  animals  are  offered  for  sale  are  licensed  under 
the  Pet  Animals  Act  1951,  and  9 premises  where  dogs  and  cats  are  boarded 
licensed  under  the  Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act  1963. 

All  premises  are  maintained  up  to  the  recommended  standards, 

21,  PETROLEUM 

All  places  where  petroleum  spirit  and  inflammable  petroleum-based 
mixtures  are  stored  are  controlled  by  the  Council  by  the  issue  of  annual 
licences  under  the  Petroleum  Act  and  Regulations. 

The  Council  subscribes  to  the  Association  for  Petroleum  Acts 
Administration,  an  organisation  set  up  in  an  endeavour  to  secure  uniformity 
in  the  application  of  the  Code  of  Principles  of  Construction  and  Licensing 
Conditions  issued  by  the  Home  Office  relating  to  petroleum  installations. 

Tests  were  applied  to  8 petrol  tanks  during  the  year  and  102  visits 
were  made  to  the  78  licensed  petroleum  installations  and  stores  in  the 
District ,
